Wilson was brousht back to Denver
gt noon yesterday by Odicer Cross and
haspeat lust night in the city Jail Oa
the train going ta the Springs in the
moroing, s woakened and tald every-
thing that he kogew of the sifair. Lo his
stury of the experisuce of the eventful
night the names of Sherdt Bowers
Diuputy Sherif Bob Mulling nud Captain
Sexion of the (uvloriile Springs militie
compioy were ofien meantivued  He
cuslicinel the story that a murderer out
of the Kl Paso cosuty jsil was allowaed
to Loelp 1o pat tdr uwod feathera on Colo-
rado’s adjutsut genecal

Lvery detmiiof the thr and feathers
uffulr iz now o possession of the Denver
eliticers, nud howsver hign a positioy the
offend-rs muy Aokl they Will ultimately
be brought to justice. Wilson's cunfes
glon cleurly illusrrstes one point: that is
that the crime was committed by the po-
litical cuemivs of General Uarsney, and
that the criminals were not the outeasts
of the Bull LIIH army, bat men of higher
stunding in the community.

1
hauve reference w  big, muany-roomed
schioois  Two tu North Topeka and haif
a duzen on this sidewoidd be all thet ira
noeedd., The oply objeciion o this is
that ig some pacts of the clity the chil-
dren would Lave to waik so far. Bat {
Delleve the walking does them good and
they ought to do mioreof it Lhe beuetll
of such 4 schiuul syslom ia . very ovident
lustead of paving twoenty priocipais,
thers would only ba hall w  dozen, und
vue teasches could do the work of sev-
eral;, and the janitor's expendses would be
reduced to the minimum. Foel and light
would be lessened, and out of 4ll the re-
